There was no op 
position in the House to the compro 
mise effected as to San Pedro harbor, 
which amendment has heretofore 
been printed in The Times. The bill 
now carries a full appropriation for 
a deep-sea harbor, the locality to be 
determined by a commission consist- 
ing of an officer of the navy, to be 
named by the Secretary of the Navy,. 
an officer of the Coast Survey named 
by. the superintendent, and three —_ 
to bé appointed dye 
President. They are to make 4 1 
personal examination and report to the 
Secretary of War, whereupon he is to 
make the contract. If the finding ts 
in favor of San Pedro to the amount 
of $2,900,000, there is to be an inner 
harbor improvement under this ap- 
propriation, but there shall be a sur- 
vey and examination for the purpose 
of deepening the harbor to twenty- 
five feet. If the finding is in favor 
of Santa Monica the following provi- 
sion, which was inserted as an ad- 
dition to the Santa Monica item, = 
rule.: 

Provided, however, that if the 
board hereby constituted, as in this 
section provided, shall determine in 
favor of the construction of a break- 
water at Port Los Angeles, no expendi- 
ture of any part of the money hereby. 
appropriated 
any contract for the construction of 
such breakwater be entered into until 
the Southern Pacific Company, or tba 
owner or owners thereof; shall exe- 
cute an agreement and file the same 
with the Secretary of War, that any 
railroad company or any 5 
engaged in the business of transpor- 
‘tation may share in the use of the 
pier now constructed at Port Los An- 
geles and the approaches and tracks 
leading thereto situate westerly of the 
easterly entrance to the Santa Monica 
tunnel upon such just and equitable 
terms as may be agreed-upon betweeen 
the parties, and if they fail to agree, 
then to be determined by the Seere- 
tary of War; and before any expendi- 
ture of the money hereby appropriated 
is made for the construction of a 
breakwater at Port Los Angeles, the 
said Southern Pacific Company, or the 
owner of the track and approaches 
leading to said pier, shall execute an 
agreement and file the same with the 
Secretary of War, that any railroad er 
transportation company or corpora- 
tion desiring to construct a wharf oF 
pier in Santa Monica may, for the 
purpose of approaching such wharf or 
pier, and for the purpose of construct- . 
ing and operating the same, cross the 
track or tracks, approaches and right- 
of-way now used by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company under such regulations 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of War, and upon the payment of such 
compensation as that officer may find 
to be reasonable.

The Reichstag and the Diet have ad- 
journed for the Whitsuntide holidays. 
In the Diet the Court Reform Bill was 
again discussed, since the Herrenhaus 
has reinstated the much-discussed as- 
sesor paragraph after the Unterhaus 
had rejected it. The latter, however, 
will again refuse. to accept should it 
come back. 

Regarding the Reichstag, the govern- 
ment desires the adoption of the civil 
code before final adjournment, even if 
the session is thereby prolonged to 
the summer.

The date ot the coronation of the 
Czar, May 26, was formally proclaimed 


by heralds at 9 o'clock this morning, 
and the ceremony will be repeated to- 
morrow and Monday. A strong de- 
tachment of cavalry surrounded the 
approaches to the Kremlin. The gen- 
eral commanding stood in the middle. 
Facing the troops around him, wear- 
ing rich costumes, were the secretaries 
of the Senate, several masters of cor- 
onation ceremonies and the heralds. At 
the given signal the heralds blew a 
loud blast on their trumpets, the peo- 
ple bowed their heads, and the Secre- 
tary of State read the following proc- 
lamation: 

“Our most august, most high and

all the Russias and of the Kingdom 
of Poland and the Grand Duchy of 
Finland, which is inseperable from it, 
has been pleased to ordain in:imitation 
ot all his predecessors and glorious an- 
cestors that sacred solemnity of. coro- 
nation and consecration of His .Im- 
perial Majesty, which His Majesty 
wills his august consort shall share, 
does, by grace of the Almighty, take 
place on the 26th of May.

VICTORIA (B. C. May 28.—(Special 
Dispatch.) There was considerable ex- 
citement in the cities ot Australia when 
the Warrimoo left over the giowing re- 
ports which had been received from the 
mining districts of Western Australia.

When dfiving the 
course of the lode ata point about thir- 
teen feet south ot the main shaft, they 
broke into, magsiye gold, in which pieces 
of virgin gold as large‘as.hens’ eggs 
occurred, while the face of: the drive 
glistens with precious metal; which far 
eclipses the riehness ot the face’ of the 
150-foot level. The lode is very wide at 
the point where the discovery was 
made, being from fifteen to sixteen feet, 
but the richest gold is confined to t 
or five feet on the western wall.“

4 heavy fire on us with all her force. 

fter several broadsides she hauled off, 
having received a shot in her hull, her 
rigging much cut and her foretop mast 
wounded. She soon after came in again 
and anchored close to the privateer. I 
then ordered the Gen, Armstrong to be 
acuttied to prevent the enemy from get- 
ting her She was soon afterward 
boarded by the enemy’s boats and set 
on fire. which soon completed her de- 
struction. They also destroyed a num- 
ber of houses in the town and wounded 
some of the inhabitants.“ 

One hundred and twenty men ot the 
British were killed and 180 wounded. 
The Americans had two men killed and 
seven wounded. Years after this éxcit- 
ing incident in his career, Capt. Reid 
told a friend that he scuttled his vessel 
by havi & long gun run on to the 
bridge, pointed down into the hold and 
discharged.

The day 
has come when the United States must 
inaugurate a vigorous foreign policy. 
Already questions of this kind are 
piling themselves ‘one on top of the 
other. During the administration of 
President Cleveland we have had the 
Hawaiian question, the difficulties in 
Venezuela, the Cuban situation and 
the proposed building of the Nicaragua 
Canal. There is today no European 
power that is not active and aggressive 
in reaching out for more territory. 
The nations of the world are now 
striving not for glory or renown, but 
for commercial supremacy and com- 
mercial advantage. This is the day of 
the politics of the pocketbook, and if 
the United. States would hold its own 
it would be forced, out of the very 
nature of things, for its own advance- 
ment and supremacy, to enter upon an 
aggressive policy. We cannot longer 
live within ourselves. The drawing 
together the nations of Europe by 
the modern processes absolutely pro- 
hibits it. We must from now on keep 
what we can of our own markets and 
must use all means to obtain our share 
oL.the foreign markets.” 


HOW ASIA WILL FORCE BIMETAL- 
LISM. 

“But Senator, is it not a question of 
the currency as well as the markets? 
What is your idea of the financial 
question? I find many free-silver men 
in Nebraska.” 

“I am not in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver,” said Senator Mandergon. 
“T want to see more silver used because 
it is one of our greatest products, and 
because as a silver-producing nation 
we can rank the world. To believe, 
however, that we can enter upon the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver 
single-handed and without reference to 
the other nations of the world, is a 
delusion and a snare.

They are already com- 
peting with our cotton and silk goods, 
and the cheapest rugs and matting now 
sold in our markets come from Japan. 
T understand that an American watch 
factory has lately been established 
there, which makes copies of American 
Watches with interchangeable works, 
and I met a man a few days ago who 
said that a friend of his had bought a 
silk hat in Yokohama of one of our best 
makes, so closely imitated that you 
could not tell it from the original. Such 
a hat here costs $8. It cost in Japan 
the sum of 60 cents, and it was copied 
to a hair, even to the putting of the 
name and trademark of the American 
manufacturer inside it. The Japanese 
are the most wonderful imitators of the 
world, and I believe that they have in- 
ventive genius as well. I heard of an

When 
you reflect that there are 40,000,000 of 
Japanese, you will realize the enormous 
competition which may come from that 
country alone.” 

SILVER AND PROTECTIVE TARIFF 

“But would not a protective tariff 
keep such products out of the United 
States?“ 

It might as to some things, but not 
as to all,” replied Senator Manderson. 
We should have to make the tariff so 
high that it would be prohibitory, and 
the result would be that it would cut 
off our revenue. Again, you know, 
Japan ie n a silver basis, and business 
is done there upon that standard. 1 
believe the result will be that we shall 
not only have the protective tariffs 
here, but also in Europe, and that 
connected with them there will he a 
bimetallic agreement which will regu- 

te the use of silver the world over. 
England will be loth to enter into any 
such agreement, but the (other nations 
of Europe and the United States will 
adopt it, and the English will nave to 
come in. 

WHAT LI HUNG CHANG’S VISIT 
WILL DO. 

“The Japanese phase of the ques- 
tion,” Senator Manderson went on, “is, 
however, only a small part of the pos- 
sibilities of Asiatic competition. The 
great giant of the far east is China. 
It has more than 400,000,000 people, and 
ft has been through its punishment 
by Japan rudely aroused from its slum- 
bers. China will now enter the world’s 
markets as the greatest of the manu- 
facturing nations. Wages in that 
country are cheaper than in Japan, 
and their natural resources are even 
greater. Li Hung Chang, the greatest 
of Chinese statesmen, and perhaps the 
most progressive man of the empire, 
is now in Russia, where he has gone 


He will soon leave there, and will 
travel through Europe. He will visit 
the United States and will go home 
acress the Pacific. This is the man 
whom Gen. Grant called the Bismarck 
of China. He has already a number 
of modern factories in China, and he 
will be quick to see the possbilities of 
his pecple in making goods for the 
foreign markets. His return to China 
will probably start a revolution, which 
will fidod the world with cheap goods 
of all kinds. 
UNCLE SAM SHOULD BUY CUBA. 
Senator Manderson and myself vis- 
ited Cuba some years ago ae the guests 
of Senator Sherman. This was shortly 
after the death of Vice-President Hen- 
dricks, and Senator Sherman, accord- 
ing to the then laws, was the acting 
Vice-President of the United Sta 
During the trip*a plot was made by 
some Cuban brigands to kidnap Senator 
Sherman and party, which only failed 
through a late change in the plans as 
to a certain excursion. I referred to 
this, and asked Senator Manderson 
what he thought the United States 
ought to do as to Cuba. He replied: 
“I believe that the Spanish rule in 
Cuba has been one of terrible oppres- 


sion and out s injustice; Havana 
nas for —— under 


heel of a despotiem ia ruinous. The 
streets of the ¢ are filthy, 2 the 
reason for this Hes, I am told, in the 


fact that the municipal taxes are 
taken by Spain instead of being used 
for the improvement of the city, for 
which purpose they were collected. I 
don't think much ot the character of 
the native population of Cuba, It is to 
a large extent a mixture of the Indian, 
the negro and the South American, and 
it does not seem to be made up of de- 
sirable material. As to the present rev- 
olution, however it may turn out, there 
is no doubt in my mind but that Spain 
is bound to lose the island. She ought 
to lose it on account of the way in 
which she has misgoverned it. Cuba 
should be one of the most fertile and 
productive countries of the world, but 
its industries have been destroyed, its 
lands devastated and its people have 
been ruined by this war, caused by 
Spanish oppression.“ 


WHY WE NEED CUBA. 


“Suppose Spain should lose Cuba— 
where would it go?’’ 

“I can tell you where it ought to go,“ 
replied Senator Manderson “It ought 
to go to the United States. Cuba is the 
key to the Gulf of Mexico and to all 
our southern coasts. The islands of 
the Carribean Sea stand like outposts 
to the Gulf of Mexico. We must in 
some way or Other obtain some of them, 
and we should get them, if possible, by 
peaceful means. s it is, there is no 
European power, bowever insignificant, 
that does not own one or more of 
these islands. England, France, Ger- 
many, Spain, Denmark—each have 
their outposts there; which in the event 
of war would form their coaling and 
victualing stations. Cuba is the most 
valuable of all the islands, and it is of 
vital strategic and commercial im- 
portance to us. If we had it it would 
soon be entirely changed by means of 
Yankee enterprise and Yankee money, 
and I have honed that the policy to be 
pursued would be one that would re- 
sult in our purchasing it. 

“As Cuba is today, its population is 
such that we might not want to admit 
it to the Union on an equality of State- 
hood. It could be given a safe pro- 
vinoial government, however; I mean 
a government something like that of 
our terirtories or it could be held as an 
outlying district, as we today hold 
Alaska, It strikes me that Spain might 
be glad to sell it, and it would be far 
better for us to buy the island than 
to acquire it in some other way. If 
Cuba should obtain her independence 
and establish a republic capable of 
maintaining itself under the protec- 
tion of the United States, that perhaps 
might be desired. But in such a case 
she would probably soon ask for admis- 
sion into the Union as a separate State, 
and it would be difficult to resist her 
appeal.” 


A BIG WAR BOUND TO COME. 

“Speaking of war, Senator, all the 
great nations seem to be going about 
with chips on their shoulders. To what 
do you attribute this war spirit?” 

“It is difficult to find a reason for 
it.“ was the reply. “It seems to be 
found everywhere. Europe is in a 
state of ferment. The aggressiveness 
-of the different powers in seeking com- 
mercial supremacy in different parts of 
the world, and especially in Africa, is 
very likely to cause international con- 
flicts. I believe that some of the great 
rulers of the world would be glad to 
wage war. Such a war spirit is not 
strange, however. If you will look at 
history, you will find that the desire 
for war springs up periodically the 
world over. After twenty or thirty 
years of peace, there always arises. 
among nations. an inclination to fight 
somebody, and this inclination gen- 
erally breaks out into war. It seems 
to be one of the rules of’ the develop- 
ment of nations.”

The one thing need- 
ful is natural talent, and that Mr. 

But it is 
not to be supposed that Mr. Stevenson 
was not a well-read man. That chiselled 
and jewelled style of his was not got 
without wide and varied reading. Of 
French literature he had an intimate 
knowledge, and naturally Mr. Mahaffy 
found a considerable collection of 
French works in his library. History 
also, both English and French, was well 
represented, but, curiously enough, there 
were few books of Scottish literature, 
though Mr. Stevenson was a profound 
student of Scottish poetry and chroni- 
cles. No mention is made of novels, but 
of the poets, old and new, Mr. Steven- 
son seems to have been an assiduous 
reader. Mr. Mahaffy was privileged to 
examine some quarto volumes, contain- 
ing descriptions in diary form of Mr. 
Stevenson’s many voyages. Doubtless 
these will one day be published.

The Improper Names in Mr. Haw- 
thorne’s. New Novel. 

What Julian Hawthorne calls the 
“improper names” of the characters in 
his novel, “A Fool of Nature,” have 
provoked so much comment that he 
writes to The Book Buyer concerning 
them. The fact that he finds the 
names for his characters in old vol- 
umes of British State Trials“ recalls 
the stories told of Dickens hunting 
names on sign-boards, from the top of 
omnibuses. An article has lately been 
going the rounds of the newspapers 
detailing the various attempts made 
by Dickens before he finally settled on 
the name Chuszlewit.“ 
and “Swazzlewag”’ were among the dis- 
carded suggestions. One of the most 
popular writers boys stories gets all 
his names from the catalogues of Yale, 
Harvard and Princeton. Another wri- 
ter is accustomed to choose his names 
from the Elite Directory; another, from 
historic biographies and advertise- 
ments. Marion Crawford was asked 
lately how he chose the names for his 
characters, and he answered substan- 
tially as follows: 

“It would be very hard for me to 
tell in a few words how I have chosen 
the names for the characters in my 
books 1 called my first hero ‘Mr. 
Isaacs’, because the original of the 
character, whom I knew, was well 
known as ‘Mr. Jacobs.’ ‘Saracinesco,’ 
is the name of a real place in the Ro- 
man Mountains—I made ‘Saracinesca’ 
of it, because it is commonly so pro- 
nounced. I got “Yekork Arabian’ from 
a sign-board in Prague, but the name 
is an Armenian one. ‘Unorna’ I made, 
correctly enough, from ‘Unor,’ whith 
means ‘February’ in Bohemian. 

“ ‘Gianforte Campodonico’ I saw writ- 
ten in pencil, on a doorpost in a coun- 
try inn in Italy. An Italian friend was 
much struck by the historical sound of 
it, as I was. ‘Corona’ is a name occa- 
sionally found in old Italian families. 
Several names I have used are merely 
names of places in Italy, Sicily, Corsica 
and Sardinia. ‘Braccio’ is a mediaeval 
name—the family is extinct, I believe. 
Briefly, I take a name wherever I find 
a good one, and sometimes I make a 
note of one, though not often. To me, 
the name I use describes the character 
of an individual or a family, as the 
case may be; and is, to myself, of very 
great importance when writing. I find 
it hard even to sketch out the main 
points of a story until the characters 
are named, and I have very rarely 
changed a name after once choosing it.” 


Pre-Empted Fields in Literature. 

(Current Literature) There is some- 
thing amusing, and irritating too, in 
the way the critics donate large and 
elegant sections of the universe to suc; 
cessful authors as their private hunting 
grounds. If an author makes a hit with 
@ novel on any special country or 
theme, the critics preémpt that coun- 
try or theme and hold it as a trustee 
for ‘that individual author. They con- 
stitute themselves literary game-keep- 
ers. and with jealous eyes look for 
poachers. to warn them off these pri- 
vate grounds. A map of the world 
might be made with the names ot the 
owners of the preémpted 1 lands 
marked thereon. An author who has 
Mved in India, perhaps for many years, 
writes a strong and graphic story ot 
the life there; it represents his origi- 
nal thought and observation. When it 
is published, it is judged, rarely from 
itself and for ftself, but as relating to 
Kipling's work; the irritating compli- 
ment of à second Kipling’’ may be 
given him: he is perhaps referred to 
as “entering upon a field so fully and 
ably covered by Mr. Kipling,” or as 
‘one of Mr. Kipling’s numerous imita- 
tors.“ or as trading on the reputation 
of Mr. Kipling.“ or as “lacking in origi- 
nality in not breaking in new ground,” 
The author may accept “criticism” as a 
necessary evil, but it is hard to suffer 
this constant humiliating comparison 
to Mr. Kipling and to be made to feel 
Nke a trespasser on his grounds. It is 
folly to attempt to fence in a country 
of about 1,250,000 acres and 250,000,000 
people and call it “Kipling Park, Pri- 
vate Grounds.” One man, however 
great his genius, can but merely touth 
A few phases, Uke picking a few leaves 
in a tropical forest.

cellent work in this line, have to face 
constantly this: humiliating basis, of 
criticism, as if they were but cop¥ists 
in literature, merely trying humbly 
and with feeble pen to be worthy un- 
derstudies of Poe. 

Let.us have less of this cheap com- 
ment so discouraging to individuality. 
Let us not use the work of one author as 
the unit of criticism” in determining, 
the value of the productions of another. 
Where writers honestly put forth their 
efforts in any line, they have a right to 
demand individual criticism, and they 
8 not be compelled to suffer the im- 
putatlon of seeking to crawl under the 
canvas of some one else’s popularity, 
like country boys at acircus. Much ab- 
solute injustice is often done to.authors 
by this innuendo of the critics, by fore- 
ing comparison with the work of the 
new author with a prior novel which he 
never even read.

“ABUNDANT LIFE.” 


‘CONTRIBUTED. TO THE TIMES.)

“IT am come that they might pie ite and 
that they might have it more ab 
John x, 10. 


When we speak of the ga vlor a8 the 
Lord of Life, people are apt to think of 
Him as the Lord of a heavenly life, 
after these bodies have been cast away. 
But the truth ie that he was not only 
revealeing life after death—his hope 
and effort were to enlarge the life of 
men in this world today. 

It is quite worth the reader’s while és 
take down his Testament and read th 
remarkable series of parables which he 
devoted to this single subject, to the! 
Value of life. And any one who cares 
to study the motive power in the world 
today will find that infinite life gives 
that power. oYur grain of mustard 
seed is worthless until there is life 
within. 

The leaven which the woman pute in 
her bread would be worthless if each 
drop of the leaven did not contain a 
million living germs within. It is for 
guch parables that the Savior is search- 
ing all the time. It is because he can- 
‘mot quicken these hearers by enough 
such parables that he says, Whereunto 
Shall I liken the kingdom of heaven?” 
Here are people who think, just as we 
are apt to think, that the right thing 
will come if there is a large majority, 
or if there is money enough, or if there 
are the right clothes, or if there is an 
army in uniform. 

They are thinking all the time that 
the utside is what must be changed. 
Jesus Christ ig here in the world to 
show us that what the world wants is 
life. It is the inside that is to be 
changed. There is to be a living seed 
instead of a dead speck. * * ·[7ũD» is to 
be a loaf of bread, all quickened and 
alive with the simmering yeast, where 
there was nothing but the heavy 
dough sunk in the bottom of the pan. 


The world is to take up its bed and | 


walk because it is alive. The disciples 
are to do greater things tran they have 
ever seen or head of, because they 
Are to have a new life. And if he can 
find any parable, small or large, which 
Shall fix that idea in their memories, 

why He has attained the object of His 
going and of His coming, of His liv- 
ne—nay, or of His dying. 

The world feels every Easter morn- 
ing that the great parable of all is 
the parable of history. This world of 
1886 is so different from that world 
that we wonder that we can read their. 
Janguege, or that the forms of the 
statues of men and women are the 
Same. Al Society is now alive, and it 
is. 1 wie a social order then 
S80. dead. he beggar boy works a 
miracie in ie Street today at which 
ine wisest physicist at the court of 
Augustus would have wondered. 

mnd all this is not from any organi- 
gation which Jesus Christ established. 
not from any. square intellectual 
iet He taught. It is from 
the fe porn into the world when 
and Women went about His 
business. That life has been caught 
from the contagion of their lives, and in

why the world, 
without knowing it, began to breathe 
With & new breath and to ein a 
new being. is hard to imagine a 
2 of those two disciples, | 

instance, of whom Luke tells the

| story, who waiked and were sad in 


the evening before Easter. 

Is it hard to imagine a group of them, 
turning their backs on Jerusalem, and 
ready to cursé it for the horror of Fri- 
day, who, on their way, if you please, 
to the old farm at Nain or Cana or Beth- 
saida, asked each other if they really 
meant to fall back on that old dead ex- 
istence of crusts and cooking and sleep- 
ing and digging and delving? Only a 
year ago, and they were living with as 
much motive as the cattle, and with no 
more. It was for food, if you please, for 
better food than they had last week. It 
was for drink, if you please, drink 
earned with less toil than last week. 
But it was the dead going and coming 
of a beast going to the pasture, lying 
under the shade, sleeping when it was 
time to sleep, and waking when he 
could sleep no more. And now? “Why, I 
have been walking with him for weeks 
and months. Not a night when I went 
to bed I have not thanked God for some 
word that He spoke, or for some deed 
that He did. Perhaps He took my hand 
as we went through the cornfieldg, per- 
haps He pointed out to me the line of 
the sea as we sat together at supper 
time on the hillside. Or he sent that 
pleasant message, a message of infinite 
truth and infinite love, to my mother. 
Or He gave me those little stories which 
‘He had written down, which I might 
put in the hands of those who were at 
‘home. 

“Not a week but I ave been living on 
this infinite food, given me by the well- 
beloved Son of God, as He made of the 
lanes of Galilee a present heaven. Am 
I going back from this luxury of real 
life; from life exalted thus, and made 
divine, to that humdrum of my old 
being? NotI. I am going about His 
business. From this hour forward I 
will enter into His work, as He said to 
me. You remember what He said to 
that young gentleman of great posses- 
sions? ‘Follow Me,’ He said. And I 
will follow Him, going and coming here 
as if I saw His footsteps here in the 
dust, or as if I could see the gestures of 
His hand as He talked yonder with 
Philip or with Salome. For I do not 
need to look upon Him; all the same I 
can follow Him.” 

Is it not clear to see that such a disci- 
ple never fell back on that old dead 
business of the bread crust and the pe- 
lenta, of shrinking the work of the : 
and seeking the sleep of the night. 
From that time forth, such a disciple 
is another well beloved son of God., go- 
ing about his Father's business, and 
living in the Father’s, and entering, of 
course. into his Father's joy. 

Clearly enough, here is the lace 
where I am to begin. With my North 
end exile—Italian, Bohemian, Jew or 
whatever he may be—I am to see if 
some story of divine love may not 
quicken him, if some tenderness of 
youth or boyhood may not be aroused 
again in him, so that, in his love for his 
wife and hig little ones, he may be 
auickened to be something and to do 
something which the selfishness of a 
‘brute has not made him: I want to 
auicken the man’s love, then perhaps 
he may rouse from this stupid torpor in 
which he is sleeping. Or if, by some 
miracle of duty, or by some song or 
word of prophecy, I can quicken him to 


look up into the heavens or down into 


the depths. and see the trace of the 
work of this present God; if he wil] 
seek him as one who seeks ‘him mean- 
ing to find him; if he catches the hem 
of his garment or clings to his hand 
as in his power he sweeps by; if I can 
rouse the man to the least sense what 
it is to speak to God and to have God 
speak to n Why I have done eome- 


thing. 

If I can lift the man outside that 
sty in which - he ds and if, 
making him look into the Me 
making act plunge into the sea, — 
by carrying him through some forest; of 
wonder and of beauty, I can make him 
feel that this world is a world big 
enough for angels and archangels to 
live in: if I can make him feel that he 


is in the heavn of God now, and 


digsat- 


— 


isfied with the sty in which a hog might 
sleep, merely by the contrast of the 
greatness and wonder of this universe 
of God, why I have done something. 


There is in this man, though he has 
not found it himself, a mustard seed of 
the divine life. If I can trust that seed 
to the infinite faith, the infinite hope 
and the infinite love, of which every 
Sunday is the memorial, as it is the 
symbol, there is some chance that that 
seed may grow. Then there is some 
chance of life higher than the beast’s 
life, and for him and for his children 
there is some prospect that they shall 
know what I mean when I tell them 
that they too are heirs of heaven, and 
may enter upon their heritage. 


The danger of this time, I said, as it 
is the danger of this country in its ter- 


forget these infinite realities. Common- 


all, but the commonplaces of absolute 
truth. That our life is more than meat, 

as the body is more than raiment. The 
of the country, the danger of 
the time, is that we shall think the meat. 
is more than the life, and that the rai- 
ment is more than the body. 


The danger is that we spend pains 
and thought—well, it is just as t 
Romans and Greeks did—upon thin 
that perish in the using, and that the 
eternal life of man dies down and be- 
comes mean and lost in our negligence. 
It is against this danger that all sys- 
tems of religion ought to stand. I do 
not say they do stand, and I wish I 
dared say so. But this is what religion 
is for. It is that men and women and 
children may live, and that they may 
all live in the infinite relationships with 
God, the infinite Father, with other 
men and women, their brothers and sis- 
ters, And shall live in this certainty of 
a present heaven. Observe in contrast 
that the word religion“ meant no such 
thing when Jesus Christ died. 

See what it was for Greece and. Rome, 
and I maght say even for Jerusalem, 
which considered itself the Holy City; 
observe what it was that for men, wo- 
men and children at large there was no 
religion. What we call religion, when 
we choose to study and speculate about 
their. affairs, was simply the: theol 
of the priests, the ritual conducted 
the priests. and such scraps of ritual — 
they did inflict upon the people who 
supported them. Tes, if a baby was 
born, the mother was made to bring a 
dove or two to thealtar. But for the 
daily regulation of life, not even in 
Jerusalem, far less in Rome or in 
Athens, had the presence of God any 
direction or instruction, or was the 

seeking of God any daily and hourly 
duty. It was worth while for the state 
to maintain augurs and altars, incense 
and such ceremonial, but it was no 
business of man or woman to open his 
heart to God in daily confession, to 
come to God in daily joy, and to ask 
God for daily. food for today's neces- 
sities. No such relationship ig hinted - 
at, even in the most thoughtful writers: 
No such relationship is arranged for in 
any ritual or any o fthe services. The 
nearest approach to it is in the attend- 
ance at the great festivals at Jerusalem, 
‘two or three times a year. The people 
came there, they hardly knew why, for 
recreation in the midst of the monotony 
of physical toil. 


It is in the place of this that the 
church, when it is a true church, offers 
life every hour and demands life every 
hour in man and child. It is not satis- 
fied in any ritual conducted by a priest - 
hood. No, it is not satisfied by any 
formula prepared by a government, 
which shall state; in black and white, 
the origin of duty, or the relationship 
ofman with God. The church, the holy 
beoluts pers nothi ing less 
than the absolu communion . 
or each chin The di- 
vine lite must flow pint every pulse 
and in every nerve of the child's 5 
And what church and Christianity are 
kor du thus to quicken the whole world 
with such life as shall work the infinite

Bravery on the battle-fleld is upborne 
by the mad enthusiasm ot the struggle, 
but the courage which leads an un- 
armed.man, in a lonely, darkened room, 
to face almost certain death for the sim- 
ple reason that the Sacrifice of his life 
might save another which was neces- 
sary to his country, means a pitch of 
unselfish heroism which strikes the 
highest note of human courage. 
Nearly every phase of the dark con- 
Spiracy which resulted in the death 
of President Lincoln has become a mat- 
ter of history as familiar as the alpha- 
bet, but the ‘way in which the life of 
Secretary Seward was saved from 
ing sacrifice on the same fatal night 
is not so well known. Several versions 
of it have been given from time to 
time during the last thirty years, but 
the man whose héroism rescued the 
Secretary of State from sharing the 


| fate of his chief has all the soldier's 


taciturnity, and only lately has the 
story of this midnight struggle been 
given to the press from his own lips.

expense of $1980. It is three inches in 
diameter, and contains $225 worth of 
gold. Upon one side is the picture of 
the struggle with Payne, in bas-relief, 
and upon the other the portrait of Maj. 
Robinson, also in relief, with the ip- 
scription: ‘Awarded by the Corgress 
of the United States to George F. Rob- 
inson for his heroic corduct in saving 
the life of Hon. W'iliam H. Seward. 
then Secrétary of State of the United 
States, April 14, 1865.” 

The Rio Grande camp knife which 
Payne had dropped as he mounted his 
horse, was also. by order of Congress, 
presented to Maj. Robinson as a me- 
mento of his herioc struggle for the 
life which was so valuable to his coun- 
try. The knife is double-edged, thir- 
teen inches, long and one and one-half 
inches wide at the base, from which 
the blade tapers to a point. 

After his term in the treasury. Maj. 
Robirson spent eleven years’ in the 
War Department, from which he was 
appointed paymaster in the regular 
army, a position he has held for sixteen 
years, being stationed at San Antonio. 
Port Union, El Paso. San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Denver. He is now 
awaitirg his retirement, which will 
take place in August. in the prettv lit.

LINCOLN’S VISIT TO A CONFED- 
ERATE WARD. 

Just one week before his assassina 
tion, President Lincoln visited the 
Army Corps Hospital of the Army of 
the Potomac at City Point. Va., and 
carefully examined . the hospital ar- 
rangements of the Corps Hospitals and 
of the Engineer Corps, there stationed. 
at that time. I was an agent of the 


U. S. Sanitary Commission attached to 
4 Ninth Corps Hospital..Thoygh but 
a boy of 19. years, to me wes assigned 
the duty ot escorting the President 
through our department of the hospital 
system. As we went from tent to tent 
I could not but note his gentleness, his 
friendly greeting to the sick and 
wounded, his quiet humor as he drew 
comparisons between himself and the 
very tall and very short men with 
whom he came in contact, and his genu- 
ine interest in the welfare of the sol- 
diers. 

Finally. after visiting the wards oc- 
cupied by our invalid and convalescing 
soldiers. we came to three wards occu- 
pied by sick and wounded Southern 
prisoners. With a feeling of patriotic 
duty. I said: Mr. President, you won't 
want to go in there, they are only reb- 
els.” I will’ never forget how he 
stopped and gently laid his large hand 
upon my shoulder and quietly an- 
swered: “You mean Confederates.” 
And I have meant Confederates ever 
since. 

An ex-Confederate colonel to whom I 
recently told the incident, replied: “My 
dear fellow. we Southerners know what 
Abraham Lincoln was. His death oc- 
curring when it did postponed the set- 
tlement of affairs twenty years.“ 

There was nothing left for me to do 
after the President’s remark but to go 
with him through these wards, and I 
could not see but that he was just as 
kind. bis hand-shakings were just as 
hearty, hts interest just as real for the 
welfare of these men as it had been 
among our own soldiers. 

As we returned to headquarters, the 
President urged upon me the import- 
ance of caring for them as faithfully as 
[I should for our own sick and wounded. 
And when I visited next day these 
three wards, the Southern officers and 
soldiers were full of praise for Abe 
Lincoln.“ as they called him. 

I also know that when a week after- 
ward, the news came of the assassina- 
tion. there was no truer sorrow nor 
greater indignation anywhere than was 
shown by these same Confederates.

HELLMAN SUSTAINED. 
The Supreme Court Hands Down an 
Opinion in Executor’s Suit. 

Department One of the California Su- 
preme Court has handed down a deci- 
sion in the action of Maurice S. Hell- 
man, respondent, vs. H. Merz and Jo- 
seph Maler, appellants. This action 
grew out of the sale of certain mort- 
gaged property of the estate of D. 
Mahlstedt, deceased, to Maurice S. Hell- 
man. Merz and Maier were executors 
of the said estate and on December 
10, 1891, received a payment of $500 to 
bind a certain agreement for the sale 
of said property upon confirmation by 
the court, for $16,000, 6r upon the pay- 
ment of $6000 and assumption of a mort- 
gage for $10,000. Hellman’s attorney 

alleged that the proceedings as to pub- 
lication and other details were irregu- 
lar and advised his client not to accept 
the deed. At a later period, February 
19, 1894, the property was sold and con- 
firmed to George Zobelein for $15,000. 
The executors now demanded the pay- 
ment of $500 and asked to be permit- 
ted to retain the $500 in their hands 
thereby making up ‘the deficiency of 
$1000, being the difference between the 
$16,000 proposed to be paid by Hellman 
and the amount of $15,000 actually re- 
ceived by the executors through sale 
to Zobelein. 

The lower court held that the pro- 
ceedings had respecting the’ sale to 
Hellman were irregular and awarded 
judgment for $500 principal, interest 
from December 10, 1891, and costs. The 
demand for a return of the $500 was not 
made until September 2, 1892. The Su- 
preme Court finds that the proceedings 
were irregular respecting the confirma- 
tion of sale and arrives at the following 
conclusions of fact and law upon the 
question: “The judgment rendered in 
‘favor of the plaintiff was for $644.40 and 
costs of suit. Plaintiff was not entitled 
to interest on his deposit before he de- 
manded its return on September 2, 1892. 
From that time on to the date of the 
judgment, January 25, 1895, the interest 
would amount to only $83.87.

0 THE STORY OF CUBA. 


Murat Halstead, who has been study- 
ing the situation in Cuba fora New 
York paper, announces that through a 
publishing house he is about to issue 
“The Story of Cuba,“ written by him- 
self. 

Mr. Halstead has enjoyed exceptional 
advantages for the investigation of the 
true condition of affairs in the island. 
and his book will undoubtedly be not 
only interesting but exceedingly valua- 
ble as a contribution to current history 
and as throwing the light of truth on a 
subject which is likely to be of increas- 
ing interest in this country until the 
fate of Cuba shall have been settled. 

In a personal letter to the editor of 
The Times the author says: . 

“I took testimony on both sides, and

Give the peo- 
ple ample employment for their funds 
in active business, and they are not 
going to lock them up in idleness by 
hoarding gold, or by sending it away 
to any other country where it cannot 
be as profitably employed. Put the 
government into the hands of men 
who represent the great producing in- 
terests of the nation, and are not mere 
Democratic or Populist demagogues, 
and there is not the slightest danger 
they will fall to protect those interests 
by maintaining the soundness of the 
currency.

BLAINE ON RECIPROCITY, 


— 


As is well known, James G. Blaine 
was the author of the reciprocity clause 
of the McKinley law. He often spoke 
of it with great interest, and followed 
its operation with the closest care and 
attention. What his view of it was 
can be best told in his own words than 
otherwise. Probably the last artiele 
which he prepared for the public upon 
the question appeared in the North 
American Review just prior to the elec- 
tion of 1894, nearly 
Mr. Blaine’s death. Extracts from the 
article, which is too long to be repro- 
duced in full, are appended: 

“We are attempting to Increase our 
trade by feciprocity treaties in the right 
direction. For a series of years our 


been largely in our favor, but we have 
annually against us 80 large sums in 
Spanish America as to outweigh our 
balances. elsewhere. If we can in any 
degree lessen that sum we shall save 
a portion of our gold that is now be- 
ing retained on the other side of the 
Atlantic from our large exports to pay 
drafts from Spanish America on citi-. 
zens of the United States made paya-. 
ble in London. The reciprocity policy 
ig the first attempt at a change. Al- 
ready the treaties negotiated have re- 
duced our West India and South Amer- 
ican balances toan appreciable extent, 
and if supperted will be the means of 
greatly lessening what has been sv 
long an enormous balance against us 
in Spanish América. For the year end- 
ing August 81, 1892, our total exports to 
Cuba were $19,700,000, and for the same 
périod the preceding year they were 
$11,900,000, an increase of 65 per cent. | 
The annual amount of exports from the 
United States to Cuba during the fif- 
teen years from 1887 to 1891 did not vary 
greatly, and averaged $11,700,000. The 
increase in 1892 represents a gain of 67 
per cent. over the average annual 
amount for fifteen years previous. Mora- 
over, of this gain nearly eight millions 
was in flour and two millions was in 
pork and other provisions, thus making 
three-fourths of the increased exports 
to Cuba the products of the farm. It 
was said by William Pitt in 1792 that he 
had reconquered the United States by 
commerce with ‘the 
mother country; that within eight 
years from the treaty of peace the re- 
public had given more commerce té 


waa, ruler of America. By virtue of 
reciprocity treaties (an advantage 
which Pitt did not have) we shall con 
quer by commerce far better than by 
force of arms, and gradually establish 
such mutual interests between Cuba 
and this country that commercially the 
two countries will be one. . The 
narrowest treaty of reciprocity that 
was negotiated with any country was 
with Brasil, a country in which time 
is especially needed to change the lines 
of commerce. In the end it will proba 
bly show as good results proportion- 


ént it furnishes the least field for reci- 
procity. Therefore our Democratic 
friends led up to Brazil to prove that 
the reciprocity policy is a failure. With 
the wisdom of a serpent they never 
summon the leeward and the windward 
islands, Jamaica and Barbadoes, to 
bear testimony!’ . No footfall ot 
a Democratic campaigner ever disturbs 
the silence which hangs over Cuba 
when reciprocity is under censure.” .

Warren, 

The lighting. of a city by electricity 
formed the theme for a most interest- 
ing lecture in T. M. C. A. Hall by J.

Street Mummatton came very slowly. 
In 1831, William Murdock discovered 
the art of manufacturing artificial gas, 
and persevered in its use in spite of t 
strenuous oppositions ot the leadi 
men of science: of that day. Gas pipes 
were laid in London, and prov a 
success, and this was the Finning 
of general street ‘illumination. 

In 1810, Sir Humphrey Davy in- 
vented his famous lamp, which em- 
bodied the principR& of the voltaic arch, 
and wen the first conception of the 
arc-light. The lamp proved too costly 
for practical use, on of the
